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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 
4/1/2004 has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed subject 
matter in claim 7, line 2, "canisters, metal cartridges, or vials", and the claimed subject 
matter in claim 9, line 2, "cylinders or ampoules or tanks" must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

I- As to claim 5, lines 1-2, It is unclear as to how the container is suitable for 
delivery and metering . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

6. Claims 4-6,8,10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Showalter 4,105,253. 

Showalter discloses a pressurized container (36) containing a mixture of a 
biocide and carbon dioxide in the form of a vapor, liquid/vapor mixture (col. 4, II. 47-62), 
the biocide is selected from the group consisting of alkali metal hypochlorite, alkaline 
earth metal hypochlorite (col. 4, II. 47-68 onto col. 5, II. 1-10). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. Claims 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Showalter 4,105,253. 

Showalter has taught all the features of the claimed invention except that the 
container is in the form of canisters/cylinders. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to duplicate Showalter's container, since it has been held that mere 
duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. 
As per MPEP 2144.04 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 4/1/2004 have been fully considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
